10. (original) An airbag according to claim/f where the baffle and the heat 
shield are made from a coated woven nylon fabnc. 

11. (original) An airbag accordina/K) claim 1 wherein the heat shield is 
attached to the baffle by using double rfeedle chain stitch, the stitching is 
approximately 10mm from the edge/of the heat shield. 

12. (original) An airnag according to claim 1 wherein the baffle opening is 
disposed in the baffle so thai^rpcftlior) of the inflation gas passes through the baffle 
opening without contacUngfthe baffle. 

13. (original) An airbag according to claim 1 wherein the baffle opening is 
disposed in the/baffle so that the baffle has no influence on the deployment 
trajectory of the airbag.
